Methuen Town Printing. | 


The awarding of the contract for the 
town printing caused some hot words 
to be passed between Chairman M. F. 
Emerson and Kirk F. Brown, of the 
Methuen board of selectmen last Sat- 
urday night. Two bids had been sub- 
mitted to the board for printings 
of the town report, one by Charles M. 
Barnard, of the Methuen ‘Transcript 
company, for report double leaded (as 
in last year’s town report) at $1.40 4 
page, and the other by Morrison Bros, 


of Lawrence, through O. E. Lowell of 
Methuen, as agent, single leaded re- 
port (by which four more lines couid 
be placed upon a page, and thus th- 
number uf pages reduced) $i.35 a pase. 
Two members of the board, Messrs. 
Emerson and Bunting were favorabie 
to granting the contract to the Me- 
thuen firm, but Mr. Brown opposed 
the move, and during the altereation 
accused the other two members of be- 
ing controlled by the “ring” in this 
matter. This angered Mr. Emerson 
who replied: “If you say 1 am controii- 
ea by any ring in this town you are a 
liar.” Mr. Brown retorted: “You are 
a gentleman,” and added, according to 
his own statement, “and that is the 
biggest lie I ever told.”” Mr. Emerson 
says, however, that he did not hear 
this last part of the remark. 

It was voted to award the contract 
for printing the selectmen’ s report, 
(about 134 pages) to the Transcript Co., 
at $1.40 a page, to be printed double 
leaded as last year. Selectman Brown 
when seen by a Telegram representa- 
tive made this statement: “If any- 
thing is to be gaid about this matter 
1 would like to have the facts made 
ciear. I opposed the awarding of the 
contract to the Transcript Co., because 
it meant so much more expense to the 


tae 


tewn, which I consider unnecessary. 
Mr. Lowell's offer, according to ny 


figures. would save the town over $199. 
Not only was the bid for each page 
less, but the offer was made on the 
supposition that the report was to be 
single leaded. thus the 184 pages being, 
reduced to 164. Mr. Lowell offered to 
bind the school and water reports 
separately freé, an “item ~-which~ Mr. 
Farnard charged $57 for last year.” 
Mr. Emerson was seen this morning 
and said in regard to the matter: “I 
believe in having the town report 
printed by a local printer unless there 
is some very excellent reason for mak- 
ing a change. It has been done in the 
past, and I see no reason for a change 
row. That is on general principles 
in this instance the offer made by thre 
two parties were for printing the 154 
pages of the town report, exclusive of 
the water board and school board re- 
ports, which the selectmen have = no 
authority to award, these being 
awarded by the resvective boards. For 


this report the Lawrence concern, 
through Mr. Lowell, offered to do the 
work for $1.35 a page. single leaded, 


if desired. while Mr. Barnard’s offer 
was at $1.40 a page for the same dou- 
ble leaded. There are about 134 nages 
to be printed. Should we decide to 
have the report single leaded, the sav- 
ing would be about 15 vages. or some* 
thing like $20 in the publication. But 
° da ade wAIEvP ne type should be so 
run together and had the award gone 
to some other concern than the Trans- 
cript I would have insisted that tne 
report be double leaded_as last year’s 
report.

23. The wages of conductors and brake- 
men in New Jersey are to be increased 
to the standard of New York city, 
and the trainmen agree to having 
brakemen assist the firemen.

Lawson’s “Magic Jimmy.” 

With his usual half page advertise- 
ment “to the American people,” Mr. 
Luwsofi of Boston has duly announced 
and explained his latest deliverance 
against, the so called “system” in the 
February Everybody's Magazine. He 
trait’ that $10,000,000,000 out of the 
total wealth of the country represents 
the system's inflation ;during the past 
twenty years by means. of the trusts, 
which heggalls the “magic jimmy.” 
Out of the ~$11,800,000,000 which he 
says there is deposited in the banks, 
isurance companies he de- 
clares theré is $2,500,000 of actual mon- 
ey to pay it with. His idea appears to 
be that whenever the owners of the 
deposits decide that they are half ficti- 
tious they have but to sell the stocks 
and bonds to the system and withhold 
the proceeds from the system’s banks 
in order to bring back the securities to 
their true value. In this process he 
figures that the system will be the los- 
er, Consequently he urges the people 
to sell all securities except government, 
state and city bonds. 


Grass Twine Unearned Dividend. 

Rather than try to disprove in 
court that the dividends paid by the 
American Grass Twine company in 
1902 were unearned, the directors re- 
sponsible for those dividends have vol- 
untarily paid’ into the treasury of the 
company $650,000 out of their own 
pockets. This was done after suit had 
been begun by a stockholder to force 
the return of unearned dividends with 
interest.

Telephone and Telegraph Progress. 

The first complete summary of the 
telephone and telegraph industries of 
this country is contained in a bulletin 
issued by the department of commerce 
and labor. It covers the year 1902, 
There were over sixteen tines as many 
telephone systems as there’ were’ tele- 
graph. The former have over three and 
a half times as much wire and repre- 
sent more than twice the investment 
in telegraphs. Under telephone service 
the bulletin recognizes three systems— 
first, those used for revenue; second, 
those private lines for mutual use, and, 
third, independent rural lines. It was 
estimated there was one telephone to 
every thirty-three inhabitants of the 
country.

Success of a Central Kitchen. 

Frances Wait Leiter presents iff the 
February Woman's Home Companion 
a careful aud complete report of a 
most significant experiment looking to- 
ward the decrease of household drudg- 
ery and the solution of the so called 
servant problem. She tells how the cen- 
tral kitchen established by Mr. and 
Mrs. Grimes at Hawthorn Hill, a sub- 
urb of Mansfield, O., three years ago, 
has flourished until it is on a solid and 
substantial basis. Their experience has 
shown that homelike meals at reason- 
able rates, allowing for fair profit, can 
be served acceptably from o int to 
a group of suburban famijies. Bilis_of 
fare covering a period of two or three 
weeks in advance are arranged. The 
meals are carried in heat retaining cov- 
ered buckets. At the bottom of each 
bucket is a soapstone to furnish the 
heat. Above this rests an inner can of 
aluminium containing various porce- 
lain lined food and drink receptacles. 
The lid is double and filled.

The Peabody Trust Dissolved. 
The trustees of the ‘Péabody educa- 
tional fund have decided to dissolve 
their“truSt-i:uasmuch as the work for 
which ‘the trustees. had been appointed 
was carried out. This fund was estab- 
lished in 1867 by George Peabody and 
amounted to $3,500,000. Its distribu- 
tion was authorized in thirty years. It 
is decided to appropriate $1,000,000 for 
the George Peabody School For Teach- 
ers at Nashville, Tenn., the city having 
agreed to raise a like amount. This 
leaves a balance of $1,200,000 to be 
distributed among various educational 
institutions.

Our news columns tell of a consider- 
It 
is a condition of things which betokens 
a healthy situation and that promises 
well. for good government next -year. 
This is not said in any spirit of criticism 
of past governments, but because of 
the well grounded belief that there is 
never an aroused interest in an election, 
taking shape in an increased number of 
candidates for office, where it fails to 
result in an examination of fitness and 
qualification which makes better office 
holders. 

This idea 1s based entirely upon the 
assumption that the public is discrim- 
inating, and chooses the best men, 
something that may not always follow, 
but which usually does. It is further 
based upon the idea that public opinion 
rarely fails in its judgment of qua)- 
ifications for an office, and never does 
if conditions are known. The standards 
of public opinion may differ in different 
localities, so that the ideals are never 
the same the world over, but the office 
bearer usually reflects his constituency. 

We may well congratulate ourselves 
upon the kind of men who have borne 
the burdens of office holding in Ando- 
ver. They have been largely men of 
high standing in the community, and 
meg who were vastly more than timé 
servers in office. We know many men 
who have sacrificed very much to give 
through oflicial life in some branch of 
the town’s government an uplift to 
the community. Some of these men 
have been salaried oflicials, but more 
of them have been devoted citizens, 
who have felt it an honor to bear their 
full burdens of citizenship without 
financial recompense. They have 
borne criticism’ unfairly bestowed, and 
have stood abuse that was often ignorant 
and wilful, satisfied” with a reward 
for their labor that camé from their 
own consciousness of right purpose.

N. Y., 54 years ago, and. after -his mar- 
riage to Miss Cushing, of Mewburyport, 
removed to Brookline, Mass’ :

In the death of Mr. Goodhue a great, 
cheerful spirit has left our ‘midst. It 
was good to look upon him and to hear 
his hearty voice. His welcome was ever 
ready, and his presence was a source of 
pleasure and good feeling. We shall 
miss him and remember him. - 

Mr. Goodhue was an alert, keen and 
accurate business man. His powers of 
organization, adaptation and arrange- 
ment were visible in every department 
of his extensive business. it was a de- 
light to go through his offices and store- 
rooms under his clear-headed guidance. 
Everything was marvellously system- 
atized and under perfect control. Mr. 
Goodhue possessed in an exceptional 
degree the power of economic and con- 
venient concentration in all his business 
manipulations.- He was a valuable and 


valued officer of a great. industrial com- 


pany, and had earned the honors dve to 
the efficient, unselfish service he so free- 
ly performed. 

As a citizen Mr. Goodhue had not in- 
terested himself in public affairs, but he 
had been within his own large circle an 
active worker for everything that pro- 
moted the public good. His home life 
was his chief pleasure and his doors 
were ever wide open to shed the most 
generous kind of hospitality. As a 
patron of Phillips Academy he came to 
be a much beloved friend of that insti- 
tution, and his help and advice had 
always contributed largely to all of its 
interests. 

No better tribute could be presented 
here to his part in Andover life than the 
words of Principal Stearns, which we 
clip from this week’s Phillipian: 

“ For years Mr. Goodhue has filled a 
unique place in the life of the school. 
Every interest dear to the students was 
dear tohim. In free and unrestrained 
companionship with the boys he found 
the keenest delight. No school function 
was complete without his presence. In 
the serious work of the institution, in 
its material successes, in its social life, 
in its athletic victories and defeats, his 
words of counsel, congratulation and 
advice were eagerly sought and heeded. 
Beneath his hospitable roof scores of 
boys have gathered year after year and 
have been quickened by the touch of his 
great warm heart. He believed in boys 
and the boys trusted him. In the years 
of school life, when the restraining in- 
fluences of the home have been left be- 
hind, many an Andover boy has found 
in Mr. Goodhue’s home the influences 
which he needed to strengthen him 
against temptation and to keep him true 


» to his best and highest ideals. 


“No one who has enjoyed the rare 
privilege offered in that home will be 
likely ever to underestimate its value in 
his life. Years after their school days 
were over boys would return to it to pay 
their grateful tribute to the part it had 
played in their lives. In college and in 
business they knew that Mr. Goodhue’s 
interest followed them and they loved to 
come back to tell him of their successes, 
or perhaps failures, treasuring his words 
of praise and commendation, and know- 
ing that his sympathy was unbounded, 
and his encouragement a source of un- 
told strength. We can ill spare such a 
life from our midst, and while our 
hearts go out in loving symyathy to his 
family in their bereavement, we rejoice 
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to feel that though that life has been 
taken from us its influence lives on in 
our lives and in tlie lives of hundreds 
who like ourselves have felt its sympa- 
thetic touch and have been quickened 
by its unselfish devotion.” 

Funeral services were held at New- 
buryport on Thursday and interment 
was in that city.

PROF. WILLIAM WELLS EATON, 


On August 24, 1846, Mr. Eaton was 
born in Colchester, Conn., the second 
son of James S. and Louisa Howard 
Eaton. His collegiate preparation was 
in Phillips Academy where he graduated 
in 1864. While at Amberst College, he 
was scholarly in his tastes and attain- 
ment, receiving prizes in Physics, math- 
ematics and Greek and awarded at grad- 
uation in 1868 the Woods Prize for gen- 
eral excellence. He was the valedictor- 
ian of his clase. ; 
He taught one year under Dr. Charles 
Hammond at Monson Academy, wasa 
student in Andover Theological Semin- 
ary for nearly two years when Dr. Sam- 
uel H. Taylor, principal of Phillips 
Academy died and Mr. Eaton was asked 
to teach in the school where he re- 
mained till 1873. Three years of study 
in classical philology in Gottingen and 
Leipsic followed and in 1876 he became 
assistant to the Associate Professor of 
Sacred Literature in Andover Seminary 
From 1880 to 1882 he was in Prof. 
Thayer’s study, aiding him in translating 
and editing Thayer’s New Testament 
Greek Lexicon and for twenty-one 
years was Professor of Greek and Ger- 
man and of Greek only in Miadlebury 
College, Vt. 
During the school year of 1903-1904 he 
was travelling in Switzerland, Italy, 
Sicily but with failing health and he 
died February 1, 1905 at the age of 58. 
Mr. Eaton was married December 30, 
1885, in Hanover, N. H., to Miss Mary 
Myers Wright at the home of her 
brother Professor Jobn H. Wright of 
Dartmouth, now Professor at Harvard 
University. 
Mr. Eaton has surviving one biother 
George T. Eaton of Andover and a 
sister Mrs. A. J. Abbe of Fal] River. 
The funeral was held this morning at 
the home of Mr. George T. Eaton and 
was conducted by Professor John Phelps 
Taylor and President Brainerd of 
Middlebury, Ttiterment in the Chapel 
cemetery.

Mr. McDonald isa 
graduate of the Andover grammar 
school, aud now the popular and efficient 
manager of the Lawrence Public Market. 
He isa young man of excellent char- 
acter who has made a marked success in 
his chosen business. In an interview he 
expresses the belief that a people with 
such pronounced views upon educational 
matters as the Catholics have, ought to 
have a representative upon the school 
board under whose care nearly a third 
of the children are Catholics. There 
are signs that he will have strong back- 
ing in his belief. 

The greatest surprise of the week is 
the declaration of tux collector Abra- 
ham Marland that he will not be a can- 
didate for re-election to that office. 
This will be most unexpected to many 
of our citizens and throws another office 
of importance into the grab basket. At 
this writing no candidates have been 
suggested for the office. The position is 
a very important one and a careful 
choice shouJd be made by the citizens. 
Mr. Marland will continue as town 
clerk and hopes for a re-election to that 
office next month. 

The time for filing papers is still some 
ways off and much may develop before 
it expires, but the above story is a very 
good start for one week.

Heavy Snow Fell All Day Forty 
Years Ago. 


The great snow storm of January 17, 
1867, is still fresh in the mind of many 
individuals who are yet in the meridian 
of life. But if the reader entertains a 
thought that this reminiscence of the 
‘event is overdrawn, he -has- only--to-ap- 
peal, fora verification of the essential 
points, to “ the oldest inhabitant” whose 
recollection of ‘big storms” has been ac- 
cepted as standard authority in New 
England, since the day our forefathers 
made their first landing, at Province- 
town, Mass. 


Snow commenced to fall at two in the 
morning, and at daylight there was 
about twoinches on the ground. The 
storm king at that early hour, gave no 
intimation that he had in contemplation 
a phenomenal day’s work, in fact, a 
snow fall of such magnitude as to out- 
class all prospective snow storms in 
New England during tke remainder of 
the nineteenth century. Men sought 
their accustomed places of employment 
at their usual hour, with no premon- 
ition that it was to be a ‘red letter’ day 
in the annals of storm statistics. 


The ‘no-school signal’ now heard in 
stormy weather, is an innovation of 
modern school days. ‘No absent marks” 
except in sicknesss—was the watclh- 
word of bygone years; and one of the

ment, applied impartially to teacher and 
pupil—and no allowance for stréss of 
weather, counted in favor of the ab- 
sentee. And so throughout the State, 
children large and small, -of scliool age, 
assembled: that morning in their re- 


spective school rooms at the regulation 


hour, ‘nine o’clock. © 

The storm.steadily increased until at 
ten, the strength and intersity of an 
old... fashjered._.New England. snow 
storm’ made itself apparent. . The air 
was so thick with heavy flakes of snow 
that one could scarcely define the out- 
lines of buildings, not more than twenty 
yards distant. 


In the rural districts, fathers and 
older brothers, prompted by: an irre- 
pressible solicitude for the welfare and 
safety of the school children, repaired to 
the school house in their locality, and 
conveyed teacher and pupils to their 
homes in teams. 

The city school children were less 
fortunate. In many instances, teacher 
and children remained .in the school 
room entirely cut off from all communi- 
cation with the outside world—until the 
storm abated and relief came. The work 
of rescue continued until late at night. 
In one high school in Boston, a lady 
teacher and twenty or more. pupils, 
spent the night in the school building. 
Food and bedding were supplied, and 
every effort put forth to make the occu- 
pants comfortable, in their improvised 
dormitory. 


To return to the characteristic fea- 
tures of the storm. At noon sixteen 
inches of heavy snow covered the ground 
a north west wind was blowing a. gale, 
challenging solitary pedestrians to dare 
brave the fury of its might, as it ruth- 
lessly drove the drifting particles of 
snow into the face, blinding the eyes to 
all outward surroundings. Runners 
which had taken the place of the wheels 
of early morning, were withaurawn from 
the street, and all lucal traffic in Boston 
and vicinity was practically paralyzed. 
Policemen were busy escorting bewild- 
ered women to their homes. Cars in 
and out of the city were delayed, and 
afterward suspended—on some lines of 
railroad, for twenty-four hours—and 
business of all kind at a standstill. 


On that notable seventeenth of Janu- 
ary, 1867, the Whipple File Manufactur- 
ing Company located in Ballardvale was 
in full swing. The company’s pay roll 
registered nearly, if not quite 1000 
names. Lawrence, Audover and Wil- 
mington contributed a large number of 
employees who came by steam cars to 
the plant. But inthe suburban districts 
of the above mentioned city and towns, 
when too remote for the employee to 
walk to and from his work, the services

amounts to a virtual protectorate for 
the time being, and it is thought by 
some observers that it may lead to an- 
nexation. France, Germany, Belgium 
and Spain have heavy claims against 
Santo Domingo, and they are known to 
have intimated that they would do 
something If the United States didn’t.

La Follette to the Senate. 

Robert "M. La Follette, recently re- 
elected governor of Wisconsin as an 
antimonopoly Republican, has been 
chosen by the Wisconsin legislature to 
succeed J. V. Quarles in the United 
States senate.

Speaker Cannon having nameoa rtep- 
resentatives Palmer, Olmsted, Powers, 
Perkins, Clayton, De Armond and 
Smith as managers of the case against 
Judge Charles Swayne,;-these- members 
appeared before the senate Jan. 24 and 
submitted the articles of impeachment.

Senate Passes Army Bill. 

The army appropriation bill which 
had been already passed by the house 
was put through the senate Jan, 26 
with some, amendments, one of which 
removed the retroactive feature of the 
provision against allowing full pay to 
retired officers detailed to duty with 
the state militia. This was the feature 
alleged to have been aimed at General 
Miles, lately connected with the Massa- 
chusetts organization. 


Dominican Policy Criticised. 

Criticism of the administration for 
its undertaking to adjust the affairs of 
Santo Domingo began in the senate, 
when Mr. Bacon (Dem., Ga.) introduced 
a resolution calling on the president for 
information about the agreement with 
Santo Domingo and whether this agree- 
ment places our government under any 


responsibility, pecuniary or otherwise, 
to Santo Domingo or to any other gov- 
ernment. Senator Teller of Colorado 
denied the authority of the executive to 
make any such agreement binding tbe 
people of the United States. 

At the state department it was re- 
ported that the agreement with Santo 
Domingo would be submitted to the 
senate for its ratification, this having 
been the administration's intention 
from the béBinning. :

The house judiciary committee has 
ordered a favorable report on the reso- 
lution of -Mr. Little of Arkansas for an 
inquiry into the affairs of the United 
States Steel corporation by the depart- 
ment of commerce and labor to see if 
it has evaded the antitrust law. 

The chairman of the house judiciary 
committee has introduced a. measure 
said to be sanctioned by President 
Roosevelt. providing that in labor cis- 
putes an injunction shall not be issued 
by the courts until opportunity shall 
have been afforded the adverse party 
to the proceedings to be heard. 

Secretary Morton told the house navy 
committee that no appropriation would 
be called for this year and that his 
recommendation for the ensuing ses- 
sion would be for three battleships 
only, leaving out all other parts of the 
naval programme for the present.

Snow Storm Forly Years Ago.

of the family horse met the demands of 
the hour. 

Soon after the one 0’clock whistle 
blew for the men to resume work after 
the dinner hour, those living two or 
three miles from the line of railroad 
held a brief consultation in regard to 
the serious nature of the storm, and de- 
cided to start at once for their homes, 
in order to reach their destination be- 
fore evening and impenetrable darkness, 
should overtake them. Many living 
within the radius of a mile, who walked 
to the shop, were equally ambitious to 
reach the desired haven of home. One 
young man, a Swede, who lived on 
Preston Plains started to walk to his 
home alone. Later, he was found by 
shopmates in a dazed and exhausted con- 
dition within a few rods of his own 
door. 

It was past four in the afternoon, 
when four stalwart men, wearied with 
their efforts to solve the great problem 
of how to retain their equilibrium— 
which apparently required the united 
forces of brain, hands, feet and shovels— 
were seep to pass the old Osgood farm- 
house in West Andover, en route to 
their homes near Haggetts Pond. 

The men were groping and tumbling 
in the great drifts which obstructed the 
highway, in their laborious endeavors to 
break a pathway for their horses, with 
shovels they had provided at the start, 
to meet the exigences of the occasion. 
It was slow progress they were making, 
for the horses, sleek and well fed as 
their every day appearance indicated, 
were incapable of drawing, through the 
deep drifts, even the empty wagon with 
which each was encumbered, and hope- 
lessly handicapped by the fast falling 
snow, Which the high wind was driving 
into their faces, totally blinding both 
men and animals. . The necessity of the 
situation compelled the men to walk 
sicewise, and use the shovels as best 
they could. under.-existing- conditions: 
In the face of these apparently. insur- 
mountable difficulties, every pulsation 
of their’ kindly hearts was tempered 
with mercy for their less fortunate ani- 
mals. The men would advance three or 
four feet, turn back, lead their horses 
by the bridle through the gap just made 
and then with brave codkage and inex- 
haustible patience, re-enact the same 
program to the end of the journey, 
which at times seemed interminable. 
By this slow process with its attendant 
drawbacks, they covered two miles in 
Jess than three hours. 

The storm abated at six in the even- 
ing. It was estimated by the daily 
papers of that date and heartily en- 
dorsed by the reading public, that three 
and one half feet of snow fell in twelve 
hours, from 6a. m.to6 p.m. One Bos- 
ton daily sums up the popular conclusion 
on this point, in these words: ‘These 
figures it must be bourne in mind refer 
to the average depth of snow on a level, 
but the strong northwest gale that was 
blowing piled. the. snow up in huge 
drifts.’ No one coatd race the storm, 
but was forced to either drift before it, 
or drop in their’tracks exhausted.” 

The following day the work of “break - 
ing- out” began, which was performed 
largely by heavy woodsleds, from the 
farming districts, drawn by one or two 


yoke of oxen, accompanied by .a brigade. 


of &HOW shovelers, supplemented °by 


-horsesleds, and the indispensible shov- 


elers. : . 

Men weve also detailed to shovel paths 
through the drifted sidewalks. The 

edetu-—snow—- plow -manipulated-~ by 
horses, is a labor-saving implement, in- 
troduced later on in the last century. 
But men of brawn and willing hands 
held themselves in readiness for service 
on the highway, and it was seldom the 
demand over-ran the supply.

pride of his parents’ hearts, emerged 
the*form of the grief-stricken father. 
His face, which in my childhood years, 
conveyed to mind the look which Limner 
gave to “the beloved discipie”.was white 
and drawn. ‘The strong, unfathomable 
love or the parent nature would assert 
its supremacy; and the good pastor was 
struggling for its mastery, as he had 
never struggled before, when the little 
children of his household, one by one, 
had been gathered pure and unsullied 
into the arms of the Saviour, who said, 
“Of such is the kingdom of heaven.” 
In his hand—so strong and helpful in 
the cause of righteousness and human- 
ity—he carried a snow shovel, as if for 
support to his faltering steps. ‘‘Boys!” 
he said as he stepped into the street, “I 
must work, or they will have to bury 
me in the grave with Henry!” Each 
man looked into the other’s face, and a 
voiceless prayer, ‘God pity, and help 
him!’’ arose involuntarily from those 
sympathetic hearts; and silence fell upon 
the little group of workers. A sym- 
pathy too deep for words was the mean- 
ing of that silence. 


The pastor understood its significance. 
It was balm to his wounded heart. When 
the agony of unshed tears passed and he 
could weep, then came to him, also, the 
strength and support of an unquestion- 
ing faith in God’s wisdom and mercy, in 
afflicting the children of men.

in the location of the new-made grave. 

These are not exceptional cases. With- 
in the latitude of the storm, the burial 
of the dead was regulated by the condi- 
tion of the travelled roads, andthe dis- 
tance from local cemetery. 

For days after the storm the daily 
papers were filled with accounts of the 
damage and destruction which follewed 
in its tracks, giving vivid descriptions of 
the timely rescue of exhausted men, of 
reported deaths from exposure, and of 
brave and heroic acts of many an unre- 
corded hero.
